Jerry Wiesner, who cannot attend the meeting^ is to. be replaced by 
Derek Bok- or (from Knight's telephone conversation with me) Bill Ward of 
Amherst. Herb Hetu and John Waller believe that you should have another 
chance to consider your acceptance of the invitation. Second, who- should 
be your replacement in the 1 :5 chance that you are unable to meet the 
commitment. Knight indicated to me that the AAUP choice would be 
Tony Lapham. - Tony, however, has a long-standing engagement that will make 
him unavailable.- Mr. Carlucci will also not be available as he has an over- 
seas trip planned for that period. John Waller says that he will be the 
replacement if you want him to be but he strongly urges that your replace-
